This Application has been examined. The Preliminary Amendment filed 1 1/26/03 has 
been entered. The claims 1-37 are pending. The examination results are as follows. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The examiner has considered the documents listed in form PTO/SB/08A submitted with 
the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) received 1 1/26/03 (see the attached form 
PTO/SB/08A). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a glasses type display that is connected to an 
information communication terminal device for providing displayed images, voice and e-mail 
services with minimum power consumption. Each independent claims 1 and 21 requires the use 
of: an open and closed state detecting means (sensors 107 and 108), a wearing state detecting 
means (sensors 109, 1 10 and 1 1 1), a display means (102), a voice and sound outputting means, a 
voice and sound inputting means (105), a timer, and a power source for providing the means on 
state and the off state based on the first, the second, the third and the fourth states defined by the 
claimed invention; whereas, the closest prior art, the Tonosaki patent (U.S. Patent No. 5,635,948) 
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and the Nielsen et al. patents (U.S. Patent Nos.: 6734845 and 5835083), which teach glasses type 
display used with an information communication terminal systems and methods so that the 
power consumption is reduced by utilizing detecting means for detecting the use-state and the 
non-use state, or the user* s eye attention to the display screen; However, either singularly or in 
combination, fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention.
